3. Claims 4-8, 1 2-24 and 25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior arts 
of record Mege (U.S. Publication No. 2001/0005406) , Liu (U.S. Publication No. 
2005/0147188) , Sugiyama.(U.S. Patent No. 7, 035,337) taken individually or in 
combination fails to particularly disclose, fairly suggests, or render obvious on the 
following when considered in combination with other limitations in the claim: 

g) detecting corrupted symbols in the symbol stream where prior knowledge of 
the symbol stream exists and correcting the symbol stream by substituting correct 
incorporating substitution of symbols for the corrupted symbols in the symbol stream 
where prior knowledge of the symbol stream exist; and 

h) remodulating the symbol stream using the phase shift values, wherein the 
training sequences include synchronization signals and frequency correction bursts as 
recited in claim 20; 

h) remodulating the symbol stream using the phase shift values and the mean 
beat frequency, wherein the sequences include one or more training sequences, 
synchronization signals, frequency correction bursts and dummy bursts containing no 
data and the training sequences include eight training sequences associated with data 
bursts and a ninth training sequence associated with dummy bursts containing no data 
as recited in claim 23; 

h) remodulating the symbol stream using the phase shift values and the mean 
beat frequency; and 
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i) using training sequences and correlation peaks for multi-path compensation, 
wherein the sequences include one or more training sequences, synchronization 
signals, frequency correction bursts and dummy bursts containing no data and the 
training sequences include eight training sequences associated with data bursts and a 
ninth training sequence associated with dummy bursts containing no data as recited in 
claim 24.
